Disadvantage for Germans.

men in the trenches, as well as Hie 
ammunition trains and supply convoys 
which must remain in the immediate 
rear of the troops. 
The monitors being used draw less 
than nine feet oT water and can take 
up positions not far from shore, from 
which their six-inch guns aud 4.7-inch 
howitzers, of vvliiyh each vessel car­ 
ries 
two, ale able to throw shells 
nearly four miles across country, the 
ruuge being given them by airmen. 
The vessels assisting the allies have 
not been allowed to carry out their 
operation* in peace, for German sub­ 
marines have followed them down the 
coast and attacked them while they 
were shelling German positions.
